the State road, due in 1886, and $89,500 of 6 per 
cent stateindor.ed bonds of the Savanzvah and 
Guif railroad due in 1386, 1887 and 1889. 

The reports of the treasnrer show thatin addition 
to these items the sum of $567,971 of the publie debt 
of the state, principaland interest, has been paid 
in the last few months, steadily reducing the state’s 
debt, and demonstrating the solid integrity of the 
state's credit, as we!l as the advancing value of her 
securities,

FAST YOUNG MEN 


Who Run Through With Their Fortunes, and Now 

. Want Some of it Back. 

New York, May »9.—When William Tilden, one 
of the largest varnish merchants in the country,and 
who, counsel for the petitioners say, wasa distant 
relative of Samuel J. Tilden, died, onthe 20th of 
June, 1869, he was the possessor of an estate valued 
at from $2,060,000 to $3,000,000. He left surviving 
him his widow and four sons, William, Milano C. 
Beverly B.and Marmaduke. Mr. Tilden by his 
will directed his executors, under a power of trust 
o divide his property among his four sons in equal 
shares, reserving, however, & ceriain annuty to his 
widow. Onamotionto open several accountings 
of the executors made to-day before Surrogate 
Rollins by Mr. William McFarlane on be 
half of Beverley I’. Tildea, the youngest son of the 
testator, some extraordinary facts were disclosed. 
In 1870, shortly after the death of Mr. Tilden, the 
entire family sailed for HKurope. he executors 
entered into an arrangement with an Italian 
named Bragga, whereby the latter onasalary of 
$2,000 per annum was to accompany the Tildens as 
a tourist, manager and tutor, and also to attend to 
the general business affairs of the trip. While in 
Paris the party occupied apartments previuvus 0oc- 
ecupied by tne prince of Wales and other 
members of the English royal family. This 
tour continued through about sixteen months, 
and the expenses amouated to $75,(00. William, 
the oldest of the four sons, and Whois now one Ol 
the executors of his father’s estate, in piace of 
William T, Blodgett, deceased, is charged by tho 
petitioners with having launched into the wildest 
extravagance. He purchased a palace at Cobourg 


‘and the title of baron from a person pretending to 


have the title toconvey. Thereafter, as stated in 
affidavits, Tilden was known as ‘Count’ Tilden, 
and a timeafter he came back to America was called 
the prince. While at Cobourg, as alleged in the 
paper, Count Tilden became enamored of the wife 
uf the noble gentleman from whom he had pur- 
ehased the castle and title, and this gentleman, as 
further alleged, managed to obtain complete control 
over the newly titled American. The latter was 
induced to give the German a power of attorney, and 
permitted him to contract many debts in Berlin for 
fixtures and the decoration of the castie. In 1872, 
itis asserted, while the lads were in Berlin, they 
conceived the iaea of giving a ballin honorof the 
young A4mericansin ‘Berlin. The ‘‘yeung Ameri- 
cans’ came in force,and nade speeches, and drank 
the finest wines the country afforded. It 1s charged 
that the total expenses incurred by them, as 
charged by the executors, for the, period of about 
two years and four months, to the account of Bey- 
erly, who was theu 12 years old, is about $30,000. In 
ls75, after their repair home, the two eldest sons 
prepared themselves for and entered Harvard co!- 
jege, but were not graduated, Form 1575 to 1579 the 
two young boys had a tutor hired 
by one of the executors, who accompanied him 
to Europe on a $5,000 salary and expenses 
paid. The lads remained abroad fora long time, 
itissaid that old Mr. Tilden in his lifetime was a 
shrewd business man. Atall events his estate con- 
sisted of a large variety of gilt-edged securities. 
among which may be mentioned a mortgage for 
$160,000 on Pennsylvania railroad water froat prop- 
erty in Jersey City. Itis charged that when this 
mortgage fell due, the executors paid itand depos- 
ited the amount of the mortgage wo the private 
bank account of one of iheir number. It is further 
allegedthat from 1869 to 1875 there were at times 
balauees in favor of the estate to the extent of §200,- 
000. The sums, it is chargea, were deposited to the 
mivate bank accounts of the executors, and only 
lor the firstsix months afier the testator’s death 
was interest allowed. The executors, as created 
by the will were Josiah M. Fiske, William Tilden 
Blodgett, David Dows, Gharies Tracey 
and F.C, Ely. Messrs. D. H, Olmstead and Charles 
kK. Tracey appeared for the next executors, who 
claim that the money was paid under the authority 
af the will to Mra. Tiuiden, and that every dime had 
been accounted for, and moreover, that the sons 
have ratified the expenditures, Affidavits were 
read denying every material allegation of the peti- 
tioner, and pronounced the charges of fraud on the 
part of the executors false in every particular, Sur- 
rogate Rollins reserved his decision. William Til- 
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den married a Miss Reynolds, of this city, and is 
still livingin New ‘York. Milano Tilden is also 
married, and is living in Mount Vernon. Marma- 
duke married in Brooklyn, and is living in that 
city. Beverly isa member of the turf club, and is 
not married. 


LAWLESS DODGE CITY. 


A Kaneas Town Where Kum Hutes and Rict Pre 
valis. 


St. Louis, May 9.—A special from the Post Dis- 
pateh from Kansas City says: For the past ten days 
a remarkable and startling state of affairs has ex - 
isted at Dodge City, Kansas, and all mention 
thereof has been Kept quiet. Seyeral prominent 
Kansas Ciry attorneys left to-day for Topeka to pe- 
tition Governor Glick to place the town under 
martial law. The trouble is the culmination ofa 
long stand¥ng feud betweén two elements in that 
place. Dodge City long bore the rep- 
utation Of a hard town. It is one of the few 
points in Kansas where saloons are run openly 
and gambliog islegitimate. It is also the head- 
quarters of thecow -boysaftd cattle men of the vi- 
cinity. Before the last city election the mayor was 
a man named Webster, proprietor of a ‘‘dive,”’ half 
saloon and half gambling house and variety hall. 
He was a representative of the lower element of the 
sporting fraternity. The head of the other faction 
was W. dH. Harris. This element was more peaca.' 
ble, but there was a bitter feeling between the two. 
Atthe election for mayor Harris was beaten and 
Deque, Webster’s candidate, wa elected, and since 
then it has been conceded that Harris would be 
driven out of the place. About ten days agoa man 
named Short, a partner of Harris, and a police offi- 
cer had a shooting affray, but neither was hurt. 
Short was thrown in jail, although the evidence 
showed thathe was fired at first. Later, five gam- 
blers were afrcsted and lodged in jail. ‘That night 


a Vigilance committee was formed, with Jim 
Nixon, the proprietor of one of the 
most notorious dance houses in the west, 


atitshead. Thecrowd repaired to the jail and no- 
tified the prisoners that they must leave the town 
inthemorning. Meantime the vigilants took pos- 
session Of the town. Newspaper correspondents 
were notificd that they must not send telegrams. 
A body of armed men watched the arrival of each 
train to see that there was no interference. <A law- 
yer from Larned, whe was sent for by one of the 
prisoners, wus met by one of the vigilantes, who 
leveled agun at his head and told him not 
to stop. Next morning five gamblers were put on 
west-bound train, and Short left for Kansas City, 
where he isnow. Dodge City is praetically io the 
hands of vigilants, and ithe 4tnation is more serious 
from the fact that the mayor is acting with them. 
It was he who notified the prisoners that they raust 
leave the town. Trains are still watched and 
armed men guard the town, while a list of others 
who will be ordered away is being prepared. An- 
other dispatch suys that Dodge City is in the hands 
of desperadoes, and the lives and property of the 
ciuizeus are uot sale. Serious trouble is. appre- 
hended. 
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FREAKS OF CRIME, 


A Young South Carolinian Shot Dead by a Cattleman 
. ia Loulsiana. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 9.—Last evening, at the ferry 
landing, in Bossier parish, opposite here, D C 
Hutchinson, cattle dealer, deliberately weat into 
the store of John Beiieher and shot a young man 
named Lyon, who was standing on the front gal 
lery. Juyon was Belieher’s elerk. Two balls en 
fered Lyon’s left breast. After beiug shot Lyon 
ste ped, into the store, seized a doublebarrel gun, 
fired a Hutchieson, who was running, striking 
timin the thigh. Lyon then fell on the gallery and 
expired. The cause of the trouble is not known. 
Lyou was from South Carolinia and has been in ihe 
neghborhood about a year.

POST-OFFICE ESTIMATES. 


AN ADDITIONAL EXPENDITURE OF 
$600,000 NECESSARY. 


John Jey Kaox Put Temporarily in Charge of tte 
Internal Revenue Department-—Generail Crook's 
Operations in Mexico-Keim Still Fioat- 
ing Arourd—The Supreme Cour. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—It is estimated at the post- 
office department that under the recent change in 
computing the commissions of the fourth-class post- 
masters, an expenditure of about six hundred 
thousand dollars more than that which would 
have been required under the old law, will be 
necessary to settle the accounts of the fourth-class 


ofices up to October Ist. when the two 
cent postage law goes into operation. 
The president today designated John J. 


Knox, comptroller of the currency, to act as com- 
missioner ofinternairevenue for ten days, from 
10thinst. The term ofthe deptuty Commissioner 
Rogers as Commissioner will expire to-morrow, He 
could not be legally designated to act fora longer 
period. Knox was designated by the president 
upon the recommendation of Secretary Folger 

The war department has not heard from General 
Crook's expedition si: ce the 3d, but Secretary Lin- 
coln says that that circumstance does not give any 
ground foralarm. He has full confidence in Gen- 
eral Crook’s judgment and prudence, and is satis- 
fied that he knew what he had to encounter before’ 
ne crossed the border. The secretary is not disposed 
to credit the rumors of an engagement between 
General Crook's forces and hostile Indians in Mex- 
ico, in which Crook was beaten. He thinks if a 
fight had taken place the department would hay 
heard of it through some of the military postsalon 
the border. i 


KEIM’S APPOINTMENT. 


IHiow the Lebby Schemer Imposed Himecif on the 
Com mission. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Although the rules are 

approved, the commission is still without a chief 

examiner. Mr. De B. Randolph Keim still lingers 

about, and his friends say there is no foundation 

for the report that he will insist upon withdrawing 

his name so as to relieve the commissioners and 

the president from embarrassment. The story is 

being told here that the civil service commission- 

ers were made the victims of a confidence game in 

their ftinal.selectionof Mr. Keim. Asthe story goes 

Mr. Keim followed close upon his written applica- 
tion ee ee neations and personally urged 
the conTmissioners to name him. With rare mod- 

esty, he is said to have dwelt upon his great public 
serviees and his renown as a. journalist, 

but being desirous that the commissioners 
should have no doubt that his nomination would 
be accepted as a handsome compliment to the press, 
it issaid thathe snegested to the commissioners 
the propriety ofaskiug some journalist of expe- 

rience and judgment to canvass the newspaper rep- 

resentatives at the capital and report the result to 
the commissioners. When the commissioners, in 

obedience to this suggestion, inquired of Mr. Keim 

to ascertain the best man to make the canvaas, it is 

said he selected a well-known alleged journalist, 

who, after many years’ residence in the capital, 

is reported to bave become wealthy, andif his 
critics do not misinterpret him, he has be- 
come, «also, one of the most accomplished 
lobyists in the halls of congress. To this person was 
delegated the task of ‘‘zou»ding’’ the press repre- 
sentatives, It does not appear that any inquiry 
was made by him, butitis said that the canvasser 
speedily reported that the nomination of Mr. heim 
would be hailed with delight, and be regarded 
from Maine to Mexicoas a Uattering complinrent 
to the journalistic profession, of which Mr. Keim 
isa member. Upon this report it seems that ali 
doubts were dispelled from the mindsof the com 
missioners,and Mr. Ke'm’s name was sent straight to 
the white house. That the commissioners are mor- 
tified tolearm this there is good reason to believe. 
Mr. Keim may be misrepresented in the matter, but 
‘the information comes from a trustworthy source, 
and it would seem that no batter time could be 
chosen for making it public than now, when Mr, 
Keim’s confirmation is still under advisement. 


THE FEDERAL SUPREME COURT. 


Ifow the Adjournment Left the Hualineas of the 
~The lecrease of Litigation. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The following is a sum- 
mary of the statement of work accomplished by the 
supreme court of the United States during the Oc- 
tober term of 1382, which ended on Monday last. 
At the end of the previous term—the October term 
of 1881—the number of casea left on the docket was 
836. Since that time 422 new cases have been dock- 
eted, makinga total of 1,258. Of these cases 187 


have been argued orally during the term which has 
just closed, and 97 have been submitted on printed 
briefs, makiug a total of 284 cases actually 
brought before the court for consideration 
This is a gain of 14 cases as compared with the Oc- 
tober term of 1881. The pumber of cases finally 
disposed of and stricken from the docket during the 
term just ended, is 387, as follows: Affirmed 185. 
reversed 60, questions answered 8, cases dismissed 
for various reasons 134. As compared with the last 
term this isa decrease of twelve in the number of 
cases disposed of. The number of cases aweiting 
the action of court continues year by year to in- 
crease, Atthe end of the term of 1879 there were 
left undisposed of 791 cases, At the end of the 
October term of 1850 the number had increased to 
837, and at the end of this term it had reached S71. 
All but fourteen of the cases argued and submitted 
this term have been decided. Among those which 
the court still has under consideration are the civil 
rights cases, the Mercer Colony land case from 
Texas, and the case of the county of San Mateo 
against the Southern Pacific railroad company, 

St. JoHN, Neb., May 9.—William Hughes, the col- 
ored nan who was found guilty on his own confes- 
sion of murdering his wife on February 13th, was 
hung in the jail yard atS8 o’clock thisa.m.

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THE IRiSH EXTRADITION CASES. 

The admin'stration of Mr. Arthur would 
have avery embarrassing question on hand 
if the English government should decide to 
demiand the @xtradition of Tynan, Walsh and 
Sheridan under the extradition clause of the 
Ashburton treaty. No such demand has, 
however, been made, and perhaps wil! not be, 
because the Lritish cabinet will not be apt to 
demand the extradition of anybody until 


the negroes, with a full knowledge of all the 
circumstances, remained faithful to the in- 
terests of the southern people to the end.

The southern editor who makes the discus- 
sion of this problem the excuse for at- 
tacking and abusing the negroes 
grossly misrepresents his readers, and the 
people of his section. And yet even this 
phase of the discussion is not untimely, sinCe 
it gives earnest men an opportunity to review 
the whole question in a spirit of justice and 
humanity, and with a desire to reach a solu- 
tion of the problem. 

An esteemed state contemporary recently 
declared that: the negroes mustall be colo 
nized. A few days afterwards it announced 
that they were in the south tostay. This re- 
vised announcement of our contemporary is 


undoubtediy the correct one. The ne- 
rroes are here to stay. This is 


the problem which earnest men must solve. 


| It is the opinion of Tur ConstTiTUTION that the 


negroes will be just what the justice and hu- 


manity of the south chooses to make them— 
and no one doubts that the best public senti- 


ment ef the south desires to make them 


| worthy in every Way of the great privileges 


and responsibilities that have been conferred 
upon them. It is the opinion of Tue Consii- 
rcTIon that the southern people will solve 
the problem in the best interest of both races 
and of the whole country. 

We propose to discuss this question fally, 
but not in this article. We simply desire to 
put on record the fact that abuse of the ne” 
groes is out of place in a discussion of this 
sort. 


THE NEGRO QUESTION. 

There has been considerable discussion re- 
cently in the columns of some of our esteemed 
southern contemporaries in regard to the 
future of the negro. It is a very timely dis- 
cussion, too, no matter what shape it may 


take, for it is calculated to set people to 
thinking. The trath is, the negro is the situ- 


ation and the situation isa problem, and the 
sooner the southern people take hold of this 
problem in earnest, the better it will be for 
the whole country. In the south and by the 
southern people alone is this problem to be 
solved, and itisa problem of such vast im- 


suit their peculiar views, the tariff reformers 
interpret it to suit theirs, while the party of 
protection insists thas it means free trade. 
This may be fortunate or it’ may be unfortu- 
nate, butit is certainly worthy of attention. 

There is no reason why the next democrat- 
ic platform should not appeal to the people— 
the conservative yoters ofthe country—rath- 
er than the cross road politicians, It should 
be full of substance and common sense. A 
political platform affords a fine opportu 
nity for a phrase-maker to air his platitudes, 
but phrases and catch-words are delusive. 
Whatever position the democrats choose to 
take on the tariff question—and they can 
choose to take but one—should be clearly 
and simply expressed in the platform. All 
obscurity should be avoided. 

W lat the people of the country want is re- 
duction of tariff taxation in the interest of 
those who pay the taxes, and this purpose 
shoulda be fully expressed in the platform 
even at the expense of brevity. 


But perhaps it is too early to dis- 
cuss the democratic platform. It cer- 
tainly is several years too. early 


if the programme of Mr. Randall’s friends and 
supporters is to be carriedout. These friends 
and supporters say that Mr. Randall is to be 
elected speaker of the next house by the 
democrats, and if this widely-advertised pro- 
gramme is to be carried out a tariff plank in 
the next democratje platform ¥ ould be su- 
perfiluous. In making Mr. Randall speaker 
the democrats would practically indorse the 
present tariff and utterly destroy their 
chances in So far as vital issues are 
concerned, the two parties would be practi- 
cally harmonious. The only issue between 
them would be the. offices, and in the scram- 
ble for these the republicans would undoubt-

edly come out ahead.

CHicaGo, May %,—In the circuit court this: morn- 
ing Judge Moran, granted a temporary injunction 
to restrain the erection ofa building on the lake 
front of thecity by the socialists, under a license 
granted by the city council. The title to the lake 
front property has been in litigation many years, 
it being claimed respectively bv the gover°ment 
script holders, by the state of Illinois and by the 
city of Chicago. The present suit is brought to 
compel the removal of the exposition, military ar- 
mories, and other buiidivgs aiready erected, and 
toconfine the Dlinois Central railroad company 
within the limits of its original graut, and from at- 
tempting to sieze the submerged lands.

Posails of Fishes Found on the Lake Shores. ‘4 

CLEVELAND, May 9.—Fay Terrell, a well-known 
savant of Oberlin, has been making wonderful dis- 
coveries of fossil fishes along the lake shore in Lor 


rain county. In a few days he will ship 209 pounds 
of fossils to Professor Newbury of Columbia col- 
lege, where Professor Marsh of Yale, and Professor 


Agassiz of Harvard will each geta part of the 
collection for their cabinet. Among the remasns 


found by Mr. Terrell is an almost perfect 
dorsal plate, 24 by 26 inches, and a cranium, 9% 
by 28inches The length of this fish could net 
have been less than 26 feet Several almost perfect 
teeth or beak-shaped incisors, with parts of jaws, 
have also been found. One interesting specimen is 
acranium of not more than 5 inchesin breadth. 
Among the others is the diplognathus mirabilus 
(Wonderful double acting jaws, which open and 
close vertically and laterally at the same time) the 
dinicthys corrugatus and the etanacuntus compres- 
sus. In addition to these, six large bones will be 
sent east which are entirely new, and Professors 
Marsh and Newbury will endeavor to name them 
and give them proper classification.

The second meeting of the canal commitcee was 
held yesterday afternoon in the offize of Messrs 
Johnson & Obear.

Johnson, Mr. W. B. Johnson, on the part of the 
canal company, presented a number of surveysand 
plats showing the position of the property of the 


filling necessary. The principal surveys are those 
of Holcomb and Hazelhurst. aud drerunon both, 
sides of the river. A survey was made by a corps 
of United Statesengineers, which verified the 
Hazelhursteurvey. Thecanal, if run on this side 
of the river, runs backinto the Ocmulgee just above 
the cemetery, affording abouteix or seven levels. 
On the East Macon s.de it would runinto the rivy- 
er just above the bridge. 

Mr. Johnston explained fnlly the points of the 
maps, the position of the land, the amount of fall, 
and a number of other essentiais. It is estimated 
that with a sixty foot canal, six fivet Geep, enough 
power would be obtained t run twenty mills of 20,-
